NorMAN V. OLSSON 


RAISE IS TO life what yeast is to bread. 
p Praise is the leaven of life. Praise uplifts 

all life. Praise expands and magnifies the 
good when we give our heart to its song. 

Xenophon, the great Athenian historian, wrote, 
“The sweetest of all sounds is praise.” Thanks- 
giving speaks through praise. The Psalmist knew 
this when he said: 

“Enter into his gates with thanksgiving, 
And into his courts with praise.” 

Some years ago I had an experience that taught 
me why thanksgiving must speak through praise. 
I was helping an elderly couple from time to time. 
The wife, Mrs. Garmon, took in washings to sup- 
plement the small pension they received from the 
state, and with almost incredible energy she gave 
her invalid husband the loving care he needed. | 
had been graduated from high school and I was 
earning a reasonably good salary for a young 
man, so in addition to helping the Garmons 
around their house I would buy a ton of coal 
when it was needed, and I provided a few other 
things they would otherwise have lacked. 

They were thankful for my help, and I was 
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thankful that I could be of help to them. But it 
was difficult for me to see any happiness or hope 
in their lives. Then there came a time when I 
realized that they had joys and blessings which 
sustained them no matter how desperate their 
situation seemed to be. And I felt a great desire 
to add to and to share in these joys and blessings. 

As Thanksgiving Day drew near I asked Mrs. 
Garmon if I could supply the groceries for dinner 
and if I could share the holiday with them. She 
lovingly agreed, and it was indeed a happy oc- 
casion. The joy and the thoughtfulness of this 
wonderful woman filled their home with song. 
Her husband was strengthened and spoke with 
more interest and enthusiasm than he had for 
years. The meal was simple, well-prepared, and 
tasty. But the real joy came out of our mutual 
praise of one another, and out of our feeling of 
oneness. From that time on we enjoyed a rela- 
tionship that was rich in the spirit of sharing. 

This experience taught me that the enduring 
gift of life is praise, and it often sings its “sweet- 
est of all sounds” when I least expect it. This 
experience taught me, also, that I cannot give or 
receive of life until I lift my heart with praise. 
Praise is truly the leaven of life. 

To increase our health, supply, wisdom, joy, 
harmony, and good we must praise the health, 
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supply, wisdom, joy, harmony, and good that we 
now have. The more we give thanks, the more we 
come to realize the leavening power of praise. 

I have even found a blessing in praising and 
in giving thanks for what seemed at the time a 
rather bitter experience. As I praised and blessed 
what appeared to be failure, I discovered I had 
learned the way to success. 

Praise glorifies, praise magnifies, praise expands 
the perfect life and the infinite supply of God. 
Praise is doing its quickening work even when 
we think nothing is happening. Praise renews, re- 
stores, and perfects the body by stimulating the 
expression of divine life in every atom and cell 
of the body. Praise joyously calls forth our God- 
likeness into manifestation. 

Praise prepares our mind for new ideas. Praise 
opens a way where there seems to be no way. 
Praise prospers the man who makes it an effective 
part of his prayer. Praise joyously calls forth and 
gives form to the substance of God. 

Praise adds to our consciousness of God's per- 
fect life and infinite substance. Praise raises our 
physical, material, and spiritual standard. Praise in- 
creases Our appreciation for people and for things. 
Praise is the power of the heart to lift us into 
more abundant living.

F YOU WERE set down 
l in a strange country 

on a very dark night, 
you might find it difficult 
to identify your surround- 
ings. Perhaps things, that 
could and would prove 
helpful in the light of day, would seem like ob- 
stacles in the dark, Perhaps those things that might 
prove a danger to you would appear inviting. But 
when a light shines for you, you are able to recog- 
nize that which is good, that which is beautiful, 
and that which is helpful.

The nurse’s aid, who shares her DAILY Worp 
with her patients, knows that there is a light that 
shines for her and for the people who are in need 
of healing.
